JJE8CRIBING the durèrent mearu, 
adopted In England to overcome 
maternal mortality and the Govern- 
ment aid given to the mother during 
childbirth, Dame Janet Campbell, 
world-famous authority on maternal 
aubjecte, lut -night spoke to an audi 
once of prominent medical men and 
of McOlll undergraduates assembled in 
the Medical Building at a regular 
meeting of the McOill Medical So- 
ciety. She advocated more hospital 
care for the moths', and a greater or- 
ganization of the medical profession 
to combat the high death rate amongst 
women while giving birth. 

The British Government, Dame 
Campbell said, lus established a Min- 
istry of Health bureau which handles 
maternal cases only, and whose en- 
deavour it is to improve existing con- 
ditions and render whatever help it 
can to the mother, both before child- 
birth and after. Tins department, 
created, under the Maternity and Child 
Welfare. Act of 1018, places in the 
hands of local authorities full power 
to further all work in connection with 
maternity, and as an inducement, the 
Government will pay one-half the cost 
of any project undertaken by respon- 
sible parties throughput the country. 
Thus many hospitals and clinics have 
been built, and much practical prog- 
ress' achieved. Particularly, the Gov- 
ernment ■ has received -much .valuable 
constructive .criticism •.front practising 
physicians,' who are In a position to 
. rMommend - improvements in service. 
Prevent Deaths 
■.Discussing- her main subject, 1 "Some 
Practical,' Problems in Obstetrics,:' 
- Dime- •'Campbell statea -that at least 
half;' the .' deaths occurring now from 

vîntîdi Fjghtlng' against these ; deaths, 
prenatal clinics had teen founded, and 
more and better hospital • càre given 
the patient.

Mr. Jehu, and Mr. Savage; .Who are j 
both graduates of McGiil University) 
in Civil Engineering, and who both 
obtained thé degree of M. Eng. in 1934, 
are In the employ or the Dominion 
Bridge Company at lachine, and were 
actively engaged on the" work which 
they described. 

General Description . 

The first speaker, Mr. Jehu, gave a 
general description; of the Me of Or- 
leans . Bridge. - He accompanied his 
speech with some interesting lantern 
blides. Mr. Savage, -who also employed 
slides to- Illustrate his subject, de. 
scribed the actual process of pre 
stressing the cables with considerable 
technical detail. 

The object of pre-stressing, it was 
explained, Is to take out the slackness 
due to' manufacturing. The cables, 
which measure 2468 feet In length, face 
to face In their sockets, were fixed in 
a horizontal trough and subjected to 
a load- of 120,000 pounds. As the work- 
ing stress ; during" actual usé " Is only 
75.000 pounds, this Is an example of 
the precautions which had to be taken 
In construction. The length of the 
strands had, of course to be unvaried, 
and so very careful calculations were 
necessary to determine the; Amount' of 
stretch that would take place. A very 
interesting machine for measuring thé 
stretch ' was . described . by Mr. Savage. 

The . work was all carried ' out at 
night, in order that a mean tempera- 
ture might be observed without thé 
distorting influence of the sun. A pre- 
stressing period of thirty minutes was 
specified, although it was found tha". 
all the actual stretching took place 
within ten minutes.

Sir Arthur Currie Died No- 
vember 30th, 1933 

The death of Sir Arthur Currie, 
late Principal of McOill, who died 
here in the city last 'November 30th, 
will, be quietly remembered on. the 
campus Friday. Although, as far as 
can be ascertained, no public cere- 
mony is planned, the date of Sir 
Arthur's demise.; will undoubtedly be 
the ' occasion of solemn mourning, 
since It is considered by : the author- 
ities that this: type of tribute, far 
superior to all: blatant outbursts of 
sorrow, shows the deepest respect to 
the memory of the man who served 
Canada in' war and peace. 

Sir .Arthur, entered the Ross Memo-' 
rial Hospital on November 7th, and 
lingered in a state of severe iliness 
until the last day of the month. He 
was burled December 6th In Mount 
Royal Cemetery, on which . day . the 
greatest funeral parade In Canadian 
History took place. It is possible that 
church services will be- held through- 
out the city on Friday.

f"}NCE AGAIN Wodehouse brings us that amazing 
pair, Bertie Wooster, the world's greatest ass 
fountain of inanity, and champion bungler, and his 
inimitable valet Jeeves, the world's greatest gentle- 
man's gentleman, fountain of philosophy and wis- 
dom, and champion fixer, and once again all lovers 
of clean, refreshing humour of this kind laugh up- 
roariously at their exploits. 

Bertie once more has a slight difference of 
opinion with Jeeves on a matter of evening clothes, 
and decides to undertake to fix his friends' tangled 
romances himself ' Instead of leaving it to Jeeves. 
How he tries to do so and only succeeds in making 
matters worse and worse until finally Jeeves comes 
to the rescue forms the theme of this screamingly 
funny book. 

Among other things Bertie undertakes to pro- 
pose to a woman on behalf of his friend, one Oussle 
Flnk-Nottle, whose onfy interest 13 in the life-habits 
of newts, and merely succeeds in making her believe 
that he Is proposing on his own behalf. Then he Is 
trouble! And so matters go on getting worse and 
worse, and the story gets funnier and funnier, es- 
pecially when Pink-Mottle has to make a speech at 
the prize-giving at a country 'school*, and gets Slunk 
in his 'endeavours' to "bucfc" nlmself-'up^ 'for-fCwith 
hilarious results. 

In the end, of course, Jeeves fûtes everything 
and Bertie, after great mental suffering, has to give 
in and admit that as usual Jeeves is right. . 

There can be no doubt about it— Wodehouse is 
one of our funniest writers today. He never writes 
a bad book; it is impossible to say this la his bast, 
but I will say that it is inferior to none, and that Is 
sufficient to guarantee any reader a very enjoyable 
evening— no problems to think out. no psychology, 
no depth of reasoning or beauty of verbiage, but 
sheer entertainment which carries one on from one 
chuckle to another and leaves one feeling thor- 
oughly at peace with the world when at last the 
book is regretfully tossed aside.

The;* opening jmqvement; Is scored 
Lento; Allegro non" troppo; and- -contains several 
strong melodic strains, of which tbe orchestra made 
the most. All in all, this opening movement is 
rather a tremendous assignment for both orchestra 
and audience. i.yi 

The second movement, Allegretto, opens with 
a tune suggested pizzicato by the strings which re- 
appears after a second subject repeated by all the 
instruments. The whole, 'movement .Is quiet and 
reflective. A vigorous finale completes this well 
known work, which seems at times almost ruthless 
in its use of emotional color. Dr. Clarke performed 
an excellent bit of work In his handling of the or- 
chestral contrasts in this number, bringing the ut- 
most from the orchestra in several instances and 
producing' a splendid reading of this unusual 
symphony.

The. Montreal Orchestra . 

•SUNDAY NIGHT the Montreal Orchestra 
presented a very interesting and weU balanced 
programme and did It full justice in the perform- 
ànqé. The evening commenced with a Bach Over- 
ture in D for an orchestra of strings three trumpet* 
two oboes and timpani. The Overture hère might 
be also well termed a suite. It opens with a strong 
slow movement, which later gives way to a quick 
fwhtrapuntal section scored Vivace. The second 
movement is an Air; and it is this lovely simple 
melody that is so often heard In the popular trans- 
position as "Air for the G String. ' This particular 
portion was excellently handled by the string's. Then 
Bach introduces the dance forms; and two stately 
Gavottes follow. These also are often heard as 
separate, selections apart from the original suite. A 
Bourrée and a Glgue .complete the Overture with a 
great deal of work for the trumpets. .The Over- 
ture was well played, especially the Air; and well 
received. 

Continuing In the classic vein, Dr. Clarke pre- 
sented, an interesting utile composition of sixteenth 
.century vintage; It is known as The Leaves Be 
Greene wlt> the explanatory aote "A Browning 
for string orchestra" and was composed by William 
Byrd. The selection Is in classic form of the Madri- 
gal School of the period. The melody is simple and 
stately and is presented over' and over by various 
sections of the strings, emphasizing the song origin, 
it Is a most delightful Utile selection, although 'the 
reaction of the audience to this early work was à 
Utile doubtful. It is interesting to note that the 
scoring used by the orchestra is that of the original 
form. • 

Here the orchestra completely forsook the beau- 
ties of form, and turned to music that is strong in 
emotion, and which does not place importance on 
the how as. much as the what. Wagner's meiodlcally 
beautiful Slgfried Idyll was next heard; the string 
harmonies contrasting sharply 'with' those of the 
preceding works. The material for this sélection 
consists in the main of love motives froin the music 
drama Slgfried. There is something intensely per- 
sonal In this beautlfuUy woven structure; although 
the emotions contained are universal. The selection 
opens- with a beautiful melody for the strings known 
as the "Melody of Peace." Several other themes 
concern themselves with various manifestations of 
the love motif, and interspersed, a cradle song. The

. The education of the doc- 
tor could be made mere complete, and 
pre-graduatlon study encourged These 
conditions, in thé opinion of Dame 
Campbell, would greatly lower the 
death-rate at child-birth, If they were 
carried to a successful conclusion. 

Dame Campbell was introduced by 
Dr. Fleming, who briefly sketched -her 
career. She was thanked by Dr. Chip- 
man, who also praised the work done 
by her, and •emarked in passing that 
Motherhood must be* made fashion- 
able, before much Improvement can be 
brought about. 1300 women die each 
year in Canada from causes directly 
connected with childbirth. This rate, 
he said. Is tu too high. In conclusion, 
he asked why the Canadian -Govern- 
ment did not hold 'prize mother' com- 
petltiora rather than the such com- 
paratively unimportant contests as 
those wherein 'prise pigs' were select- 
ed. 

Other speakers were Dr. Maud Ab- 
bott, the Honourary President of the 
Society, Dr. A. H. Gordon, and Dr. 
Fraser. Dr. Fraser said that maternai 
services and child welfare . activities 
need better/ organization in this coun- 
try. The formal meeting was brought 
to. a close with an expression of grati- 
tude to Dame Campbell from one .of 
the undergraduate members of the So- 
ciety. 



Rutgers Abolishes 
Interns Enmity 

New Brunswick,. NJ.— Three move- 
ments designed to affect radically the 
student life at Rutgers university 
were initiated by undergraduates re- 
cently. 

Following the student council's 
move to abolish the annual freshman 
parade, the interfraternlty council 
recommended the removal of aU 
freshman regulations, except for thé 
wearing of the freshman hat and tie. 
Final action on this matter Is in the 
hands of the student council. 

Abolition of the parade -removes 
the last vestige of inter- class war- 
fare which began to déclin» on the 
campus about 1031. The removal of 
freshman regulations is recommended 
merely to give official recognition of 
the fact that such rules are no longer 
being enforced. .'- 

At the same time the interfrater- 
nlty council petitioned the dean of 
men to permit fraternities to hold 
"open house" until 12 o'clock on Sat- 
urday nights. At present, girls are 
permitted" in fraternities only at 
house parties or other special func- 
tions. If official sanction is given to 
the plan, girls may be entertained 
every Saturday night provided a pe- 
tition naming chaperons for each 
"open house" be fUed in advance with 
the dean. 

The recommendation followed simi- 
lar action' by the student council.
